ORANGEBURG SAND. 


From U, S. St Soil Survey Of 
Coffee County. 


The Orangeburg sand is a dark- 
sray or slightly reddish-gray mo- 
dium !oamy sand, from 12 to 80 
inches in depth, with an average 
depth of 15 to 18 inches, which 
srades into a reddish sandy loam, 
and this in turn generally into a 
ved sandy clay. Where this type 
is Closely associated with the Or- 
angeburg sandy loum the sandy 
clay subsoil comes near the sur- 
tace. A few inches below: the 
surface the scil is often yellowish 
in color to x depth of 10 or 12 
inches, changing gradually to the 
reddish or deeper red color of the 
subsoil proper. Fragments of 
mica and iron concretions are 
found in the soil of some areas. 

This type o-curs in two distinct 
phases about equalin area. The 
heavier phase is usually found 
very closely associated with the 
Susquehanna fine sandy loam and 
Orangeburg sandy loam in the 
northern part of thecounty, while 
the lighter phase is found in the 
central part, where it occurs in 
conbection with the Norfolk sand. 
‘She subsoil of the lighter phase is 
« red to dark-red heavy loamy 
sand or sandy loam, whilo the 
subsoil of the moran phase con- 
sists of a friable sandy clay, rang- 
ing in depth from 15 to 20 inches. 

The Orangeburg sand as a rule 
occupies rolling to hilly uplands, 
being generally confined to the 
ridges. It has rapid surface 
drainage, the run-off being fre~ 

quently excessive and causing 
verious erosion, especially upon 
the steeper slopes. The deep gul- 
fies in the vicinity of Clintonville 
show the effects of erosion where 
care is not given to chock it in 
the earlier stages. Here many 
acres of valuable land have been 
destroyed. More attention s: ould 
be given to terracing, coutourcul- 
tivation, and the growing of win- 
ber Cover crops to preyent erosion, 
which in time gives rise to the 
forming of big gullies, 

The larger areas of the Orange- 
burg sand are found in the central 
aud eastern portion of the cdunty, 
particularly in the vicinity of 
Olntonville. Smaller bodies are 
found on the small divide between 
Mea River and White Water Creek ; 
other areas of the type occur 
taroughout the northern half of 
whe vounty. 

The soil is of sedimentary ori- 
gin, being formed bythe weather- 
ing of sands and ciays of the La- 
fayette mantle. 

Most of this type is under culti- 
vation, the chief crops being the 
staples—cotton and corn. The 
lighter phase being deeper and 
Jooser is not so well suited to cot- 
ton and is more generally used for 
corn, while the heavier phase is 
usually highly prized asa cotton 


vaoil. This type is considered a 


more productive soil than the Nor- 
folk sand. Cottou yields from one- 
fourth to one-half bale and corn 
neually from 10 to 20 bushels, cr 
where highly fertilized from 15 
to 26 bushels per acre, 

This soil in many instances is 
olosely related to the Norfolk sand, 
resembling the latter particular- 
Jy in the low content of organic 
matter. In consequence more at- 
tention should be directed to the 
additon of organic matter. It 
has become the practice in the last 
few years to plant peanuts be- 
tween the corn rows. After har- 
vesting the corn the land is used 
as pasture for hogs. The rooting 
np of the ground bythe hogs in 
their efforts to obtain the food is 
beneficia!, while the turning under 
of the vines and other refuse 
grasses and weeds adds much to 
the humus supply, and the prac- 
tice should be more general. The 
growing of velvet beans is another 


a aha 


means of Building up this. soil. 
In a few instances cowpeas plant- 


ed ic the corn rows were noted. ! 


A better method is to follow oats 
with cowpeas in a three-year rota- 
tion with cotton and corn. 

The Orangeburg sand is sujted 
to truck growing and is partica- 
larly adapted to fruits, especially 
the peach. The native timber 
growth consists of oak, hickory, 
dogwood, sweet gum, and pine. 
Land of this type is valued at $5 
to#20an acre. The price depends 
on the location, improvements, 
and state of cultivation.

Big increase in Cotton 
Supply: 
Washington, Sept., 27,.—The 
Supply of raw cotton increased 
over 12 per cont during the cotton 


|year in the United States, ending 


August 31 1911, according to cen- 
sus bureau’s preliminary reports 
on tqe supply and distribution of 
cotton. The supply amounted to 
13,655,479 bales, compared with 
12,188,021 bales, for the previous 
year, When there was a decrease 
0. twenty per cent from that 
available in 1909. 
Notwithstanding this increased 
total supply cotton consumption 
in the United States showed a de- 
crease of slightly more than two 
per cent over last year and was 
the smallest consumption during 
the past three years, it being 4,- 
696,316 bales, It was said, semic 
officially, that row cotton’s high- 
est price during the year was 
principally the cause for the de- 
creased Consumption. This con- 
sumption during the year was 
largely in the cotton growing 
states than on the previous year. 
ln all other states it was smaller. 
During the cotton year, expcrts 
Were twenty-two per cent greater 
than during tue year 1910, the 


amount being 7,781,414 bales, 
compared with 6,389,028 bales a 
year ago. The year was fourth 
largest 1n the export trade history. 
Net imports increased more than 
fifty-two per cent, the total 
umount, 281,191 bales, being 
greater than any year in the in-
